Selectmen weigh first greenhouse marijuana proposal

BELCHERTOWN —- While 
municipal leaders in Belchertown 
have considered a variety of pro- 
posals for marijuana cultivation 
and retail sales sites over the past 
several years they have yet to see 


a proposal for a green house style 
operation. Local property owner 
Richard Barry said, however, 
that a parcel of rural property on 
Munsell Road would serve as an 
ideal spot for such a venture. 
Meeting with Selectmen on 
Monday, Jan. 27, Barry spoke 
before the board alongside Nico 


Siniscalchi and local attorney 
Richard H. Maynard, PC, request- 
ing that the board consider their 
proposal for a 40,000 square foot 
greenhouse cultivation facility 
and 10,000 square foot warehouse 
on 28 acres of agricultural prop- 
erty operated under the applicant 
name of Pioneer Valley Farm, Inc. 


According to information pro- 
vided to the board by the trio, the 
site would utilize a greenhouse 
constructed by Nexus Hybrid 
Greenhouse Systems, a Colorado 
based company, and would be

Solarize 
Program 
enters home 
stretch

BELCHERTOWN -— The 
sun is shining on Solarize 
Belchertown, but it will be set- 
ting soon. 

Members of the Solarize 
Belchertown committee dis- 
cussed their work and the sta- 
tus of the program with the 
Board of Selectmen at its meet- 
ing Monday. The Belchertown 
committee is working in part- 
nership with the state’s Solarize 
Massachusetts program that 
brings expertise and the bene- 
fits of bulk purchasing to prop- 
erty Owners in town. 

To date, 25 Belchertown 
homeowners have enrolled in 
the Solarize program with a 
total of 219 Kwh of electrical 
power to be generated, accord- 
ing to a report written by Frank 
Byrne, the “solar coach” of the 
committee. The level of partici- 
pation reached the goal of over 
200 Kwh in aggregate, bringing 
the lowest possible price for 
each participant, about 30 per- 
cent below average price in the 
state on a per-kilowatt basis. 

The low price, coupled with 
a 26 percent federal tax cred- 
it, will not last long, said Jim 
Barry, a member of the com- 
mittee. “If you’re thinking of 
doing solar, you’re never going 
to get a better deal,” he said. 
The federal tax credit is being 
phased out and the solarized 
program itself will expire 
March 31. 

The final Meet the Installer 
presentation and question 
and answer session will take 
place Weds. (Feb 5), at 7 p.m., 
in Lawrence Memorial Hall. 
More information about the 
program is available on the 
committee’s web site www. 
solarizebelchertown.org. 

The solarize program was 
established to provide financial 
incentives for people to invest 
in the generation of clean ener- 
gy. The state provided training 
for the Belchertown commit- 
tee members and vetted solar 
installation companies, said 
Barry.

Granby ZBA reschedules Bow 
and Gun Club public hearing

GRANBY - The Granby Zoning Board 
of Appeals’ public hearing to consider the 
petition of the Granby Bow and Gun Club 
Inc. was rescheduled last week with the 
board’s decision for a continuance now set 
for Wednesday, Feb. 12. 

Previously, the board heard testimony 
from attorneys, representatives of the club, 
and abutters regarding the 85 Chicopee 
St. property. The Bow and Gun Club is 
seeking to appeal a cease and desist order 
considering violations of zoning bylaws 
concerning substantial expansion of a 500- 
yard range. 

The club submitted a letter to the board 
requesting the continuance of the appeal 
hearing. Both of the club’s attorneys were 
allegedly unable to attend the hearing last 
week due to previously scheduled conflicts, 
and the club requested the continuance 
citing their “Constitutional right” to be 
accompanied and assisted by counsel. 


After a brief discussion amongst board 
members, and taking “fairness” into con- 
sideration, the board decided to continue 
the meeting until Feb. 12. The board also 
cited that they do not believe they have vio- 
lated any Constitutional rights of the appli- 
cant, but made the decision as a courtesy. 

One member of the audience audibly 
objected to the new date, citing a conflict, 
however, the board noted it would not be 
taking questions or comments from the 
public at the time of this decision. 

According to a legal defense page set up 
on the club’s website, a cease and desist 
order was issued in August of 2017 for use 
of the club’s 1,000 yard and covered shoot- 
ing lines. The club has filed suit against 
the Granby Zoning Board of Appeals in 
Boston’s Land court. Residents and abut- 
ters have complained about the facility, 
citing safety and noise concerns. 

The public hearing will be held on 
Wednesday, Feb. 12, at 6:30 p.m. at the 
Granby Senior Center, located at 10 West 
State St.

Meeting in March on new 
highway exit numbers 


SPRINGFIELD — State trans- 
portation officials have scheduled 
additional meetings about the 
planned switch to mileage-based 
exit numbers on major highways. 

After a first round of sessions 
was held in December, there will 
be at least one additional Western 
Massachusetts date this spring. 
The Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation will hold a pub- 
lic information meeting at 6:30 
p.m. Tuesday, March 24, in Room 
220 of City Hall, 36 Court St., 
Springfield. All are invited to learn 
more about the project and ask 
questions in person. 

The conversion, planned to 
begin this summer, will affect 
most highways with exit num- 
bers in Massachusetts, including 
Interstates 84, 90, 91, 190, 290 and 
395, and the expressway portions 
of state routes such as Route 2. 

For example, on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, rather 
than running from Exit | in West 
Stockbridge to Exit 26 at Logan 


Airport, mileage-based exit num- 
bers will start at 3 and end at 137. 
The former Exit 7, in Ludlow, the 
closest exit to the Belchertown 
area will become Exit 54. 

A handful of short expressways 
with closely spaced exits, includ- 
ing Interstates 291 and 391 in the 
Springfield area, will not see their 
numbers change. 

The switch will bring most 
highways in Massachusetts, one 
of the last states in the country 
to number its exits sequentially, 
into compliance with 2009 federal 
standards. The project is expect- 
ed to cost $2.8 million, statewide, 
of which 90 percent will be paid 
by a federal grant. MassDOT offi- 
cials have said if the exit num- 
bers are not changed by 2022, 
Massachusetts could have its fed- 
eral highway aid withheld. 

MassDOT also plans to sched- 
ule additional meetings this spring 
and summer.

and have clean clothing, you’re 
going to feel a lot better about 
yourself.” said DeLong.

Burn Awareness Week Feb. 2-8 


REGION - National Burn 
Awareness week is February 2-8, 
2020. State Fire Marshal Peter J. 
Ostroskey said, “Burn Awareness 
Week is an opportunity for fire, 
health, and medical profession- 
als to review some simple safety 
steps people can take to prevent 
burn injuries at home, at work, 
and outdoors.” 

This year’s theme from the 
American Burn Association is 
Contact Burns — Hot Surfaces 
Damage Skin. Touching a hot 
object causes what medical pro- 
fessionals call a contact burn. 

According to data from the 
Massachusetts Burn Injury 
Reporting System, children under 
five account for one-quarter of all 
reported burn injuries. In the past 
ten years, nearly half (45 percent) 
of all contact burns were to chil- 
dren under five. Toddlers are busy 
exploring their environment as a 
natural part of learning, but it is 
important to supervise them and 
keep them from danger. Touching 
heating and cooking equipment, 
other hot household items (like 
clothes irons), and walking bare- 
foot on hot pavement are the lead- 
ing causes of contact burns to 
young children. 

On Nov. 9, 2019, an 11-month 
old boy touched the glass portion 
of an oven in use and received 
severe third degree burns to his 
left hand. On Nov. 10, 2019, an 
11-month old boy fell onto a 
baseboard heater at his home and 
received severe burns to his thigh, 
calf and heel. 

Tips to Prevent Contact Burns 
include: 


Indoors, supervise children 
around space heaters, woodstoves, 
fireplaces, radiators, and stoves 
and ovens in use. Keep them three 
feet away from things that can 
get hot by using baby gates, high 
chairs and playpens. 

Outdoors, keep children three 
feet away from barbecue grills 
and campfires. Keep area clear of 
trip hazards so no one falls into 
the fire. 

Turn heating pads, electric 
blankets and space heaters off 
before sleeping. This is especially 
important for older adults who can 
suffer serious burns more quickly 
as their skin thins with age. 

Have hot pads available when- 
ever cooking. Long oven mitts are 
best when needing to reach in or 
over hot surfaces, such as inside 
an oven or over a grill. Assume 
all pots and pans are hot before 
touching. 

Remember to treat items com- 
ing from the microwave as you 
would items from the oven. Make 
sure children are taller than the 
microwave and supervise them 
using it. 

Protect your feet by wearing 
shoes when walking on hot pave- 
ment or sand and keep pets off hot 
pavement too. 

The leading burn problem in 
the Commonwealth is hot liq- 
uid scalds to children under five, 
accounting for one in five of every 
burns reported. “Please remem- 
ber that hot liquids burn like fire,” 
said Ostroskey. 

Never hold or carry a child 
while you have a hot drink in 
your hand. A wiggling baby can 


cause a spill on themselves or 
on you. Consider using a “trav- 
el mug” with a tight-fitting lid to 
prevent or minimize spills. Keep 
hot drinks and soups away from 
the edge of tables and counters. 
Putting them in the center of the 
table keeps them away from curi- 
ous fingers and use placemats 
instead of tablecloths and turn pot 
handles inward to prevent chil- 
dren from pulling hot liquids onto 
themselves. 

When it comes to tap water 
safety, set your hot water heater 
to 125 degrees fahrenheit or less. 
Massachusetts law requires a tem- 
perature between 110 degrees and 
130 degrees fahrenheit. Supervise 
young children in the bath and 
face them away from faucets. 
Babies and toddlers can turn on 
hot water when you turn your 
back.Never leave a child in the tub 
alone for even an instant. 

Use a thermometer to test the 
water coming out of your bath 
water tap and run your hand 
through bath water to test for hot 
spots. 

The Massachusetts Burn Injury 
Reporting System is a joint pro- 
gram between the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and 
the Department of Fire Services. 
All burns affecting 5 percent or 
more of the body surface area 
must be reported by physicians 
and hospitals to the Department 
of Fire Services. In addition to 
being a tool for law enforcement 
to catch arsonists, it is a powerful 
injury prevention tool for health 
educators and policy makers.

Garden with the seasons for an 
unbeatable display, part one 


ow often have you visited an out- 
He museum, amusement park or 

resort and felt inspired by the gar- 
dens or container plantings used 
to adorn the property? Chances 
are you may have even used an 
especially delightful display as 
a backdrop for a family photo 
or two. Tourist attractions such 
as these put “their best foot for- 
ward” each season of the year to 
awe their customers with spec- 
tacular combinations of unique 
plants, so that no matter when 
the visit is planned, the guest 
leaves with the feeling some- 
thing special was done in their honor. 

We can treat our home gardens in a simi- 
lar fashion. Why not? Certainly we deserve 
to have exceptional plantings, for our own 
enjoyment and for the “wow-factor” they 
will elicit from our friends. So instead of 
utilizing border plantings that provide only 
glimpses of color in the spring, summer 
and fall, devote entire beds to the showiest 
plants available for the time of year and 
change them with the seasons. 

These types of gardens don’t have to be 
very large, but they do have to be situated 
for optimal effect. Think “location, loca- 
tion, location!” If you have a long drive- 
way, consider placing a “welcome garden” 
just as you turn down the path. Since it will 
be viewed from a distance, and from a sin- 
gle vantage point, make the bed more wide 
than narrow, and raise the height of the soil 
in the back of the bed a bit for a multidi- 
mensional appearance. Utilize large, bold 
flowers, bright colors and strong foliage 
forms; these will capture the eye en route.

Which door do you or guests normal- 
ly use to enter and exit the house? Plant 
a small garden nearby, one that can be 
admired up close, each time you 
pass by it. Here, the intricacies 
of color and form can be fully 
appreciated, whereas in the gar- 
den out front they would be lost. 
Experiment with a variety of 
flower and foliage shapes and 
color schemes. Don’t be afraid 
to use delicate or small flowers, 
wna or those that are mottled or two- 
tone. Likewise, variegated and 
cut-leaf foliage can make for 
interesting inspection if proper- 
ly paired with surrounding plants. Similar 
beds or container plantings can be planned 
for patio or pool-side, or for other areas 
within the landscape that might be suitable 
for entertaining. Simply tailor the gar- 
dens to the timeframe in which these loca- 
tions are used most often, and choose your 
plants accordingly. 

Next week we will go through each sea- 
son: spring, summer and fall in prepara- 
tion for a fantastic display. With just a little 
forethought you can have a garden that 
mimics those of your favorite destination.

20,000 square at its start if issued a pend- 
ing Tier 4 license for 20-30,000 square 
feet by the Cannabis Control Commission. 
The project would eventually be upgrad- 
ed to Tier 5 adding an additional 10,000 
square feet for greenhouse space (40,000 in 
total) with the facility also accommodating 
a warehouse area as well as commercial 
grade fencing with motion activated light- 
ing and a stringent security system. 

Barry stated in his appeal to the board 
that the company estimates a total of 4 
harvests per year. With the average price 
of commercial marijuana sales currently 
$4,000-$5,000 plus per pound, estimates 
given to the board showed that the compa- 
ny could harvest anywhere between 50-100 
pounds per 1,000 square feet ranging from 
4,000-8,000 pounds per year yielding a 
gross income of $20-$40 million in sales. 

With Belchertown eligible to receive up 
to 3 percent of the farm’s gross income, 
the project at 20,000 square feet could net 
the town up to $900,000 annually through 
a host agreement or up to $1.8 million with 
40,000 square feet utilized. 

“We think that this is a project that 
should be well received by the town and 
could yield some decent revenue for the 
town,’ said Maynard, adding that the meet- 
ing was a preliminary one to garner input 
from the board. 

Barry, a former ZBA member and 
Belchertown resident, would serve as the 
president of the company with both of his 
sons also involved. “We have 28 acres of 
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zoned agricultural property on Munsell 
Road, and cannabis cultivation is a permit- 
ted used under that zone,” said Barry. “The 
nearest house will be 2,000 feet away [from 
the greenhouse]. This will be in the middle 
of nowhere. We have no neighbors and we 
will maybe have one abutter. That’s it.” He 
said that the project would utilize less than 
4 percent of the total landmass of the prop- 
erty at the location. 

“This is the time to build cultiva- 
tion facilities. They [Cannabis Control 
Commission] are issuing dispensary licens- 
es all over the place. But the beginning of 
the food chain is in cultivation,” said Barry, 
noting that 422 cultivation centers exist 
within the state of Colorado while only 22 
are designated within the commonwealth. 

Barry said that many dispensaries 
in operation will require dedicated cul- 
tivation centers to provide product, and 
that because there is such a shortage of 
product at present that Massachusetts will 
have several years before rates for sales 
begin to taper down. He said that while 
the process will still need to be reviewed 
by other municipal departments, including 
the Conservation Commission, that he was 
confident that the project would be free 
from any nearby wetlands or streams and 
meet with all compliance requirements set 
by the CCC. 

“The build-out for this project will prob- 
ably be a $6-8 million investment. These 
are not the greenhouses you get at Home 
Depot,” said Barry. 

For more than 50 years Nexus 
Greenhouse Systems have designed state- 
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of-the-art greenhouses for cultivation, most 
recently becoming an innovator in can- 
nabis cultivation with their 420 Hybrid 
Greenhouses. The structures are climate 
controlled and feature a range of natural 
and artificial light options. 

Siniscalchi, a Ludlow resident, will serve 
as a company partner and the cultivation 
manager for the operation and said that the 
greenhouses would be outfitted with shades 
to prevent light pollution during evening 
hours and that other measures including 
hauling away waste run-off water for prop- 
er disposal would also be implemented. He 
estimated a staff of just 10-12 people at the 
site per day to oversee the operation and 
assured the board that he and other man- 
agers would be speaking with Police Chief 
Christopher Pronovost in 
the near future to discuss 
security for the facility. 

“The impact is very 
small. We’re not going to 
have a greenhouse with 
lights blaring out of it all 
night so that people see 
it,’ said Siniscalchi. “The 
CCC says that we are 
absolutely not allowed 
to have any light pollu- 
tion. All of our excess 
water will be trucked out. 
This will be a low-traffic, 
low pollution operation.” 
Vice Chair Gail 
Gramarossa said that com- 
pared to other proposed 
dispensary or cultivation 


project for Belchertown, almost all of 
which had been “re-purpose” projects using 
existing spaces, that this would be a first 
for the board. She implored the group to 
think about the community outreach com- 
ponent of their requirement with the CCC 
with Town Administrator Gary Brougham 
adding that Barry had a good standing 
record within the community and that no 
other plans for development of the Munsell 
Rd. area were in place at present. 

Members of the board requested that 
Barry and his associates speak with 
Pronovost as well as the members of the 
Planning Board to provide further details 
on security and other site plans before 
moving forward with the signing of a host 
agreement.

Western, Central Mass. stand to 
lose its sectional tournaments

the statewide tournament proposal, 
what it is, it’s effect on the Western 
Mass. region, the challenges, and 
how your athletic directors and 
coaches feel about it.

REGION — With the impending 
vote on a statewide tournament 
sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, one of the biggest 
things being talked about in our 
region are the long-term effects it 
will have. 

Agawam High School Athletic 
Director David Stratton has 
repeatedly said during the past 
few months that “Western Mass. 
loves its tournament.” 

Under the MIAA proposal, that 
would be the biggest impact on 
the region. There would no longer 
be a “Western Mass. Champion.” 

The vote to pass the statewide 
tournament is likely to be suc- 
cessful, many athletic directors 
feel. This has led the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Conference, which is the govern- 
ing body of high school sports 


locally, to consider holding its 
own tournament prior to whenev- 
er the state tournament is held. 

Stratton said the PVIAC is 
working on a proposal to hold 
some type of tournament. He did 
not say how it would be struc- 
tured and how the competition 
would be separated. However, in 
order to have time for the tourna- 
ment, it could cut into the regu- 
lar season for certain sports. For 
example, the soccer season, now 
18 games, could be lowered to 16 
games to make time for a tourna- 
ment. 

One of the many reasons 
besides the love for the regional 
tournament, is because of the risk 
of so many Western Mass. teams 
having to travel long distances for 
the state tournament. 

The current proposal of a 
32-team tournament by the MIAA 
states the higher seed would host 
games in the first three rounds 
with the semifinals and finals at 
neutral sites. 

While it is the impression of 
skeptics that Eastern Mass. would 
host most of the games, some pro- 
jections of how seedings would 
take shape were tried with the

FRAMINGHAM -— The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA) and the Massachusetts School 
Administrators’ Association (MSAA) 
held its third annual Diversity, Equity and 
Inclusion (DEI) Summit at Framingham 
State University on Monday, Jan. 13, 
2020.

The girls are trying their best in 
every game and it’s a very good learning 
experience.” 

The Lady Orioles, who won’t be one of 
the teams competing in the Division 2 tour- 
nament this year, had a 3-10 overall record 
and a 0-4 league mark following the home 
loss to South Hadley. 

The Lady Tigers, who never trailed, held 
a 6-4 led three minutes into the opening 
quarter before a 3-pointer by junior guard 
Katelyn Wales (14 points) began a run. 

Following a steal by senior forward 
Bridget Sears, Wales hit a jumper from the 
left side increasing the Lady Tigers lead 
to 11-4 with 3:40 remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Sears is the only senior listed on the 
Lady Tigers varsity roster. 

A base-line jumper by Belchertown 
junior forward Meredith Medina (4 points) 
halted South Hadley’s run for a moment. 

The Lady Tigers would score six more 


points to take a 17-6 lead. The first three 
points were scored by freshman guard Alex 
Jackson (5 points) and sophomore forward 
Ange Bessone (9 points) netted the other 
three points. 

A little more than a minute into the sec- 
ond quarter, a 3-pointer from the top of the 
key by sophomore guard Olivia Marion 
giving the Lady Tigers their largest lead of 
the first half at 23-9. 

Marion scored 12 of her team-high 18 
points during the second half. She also 
made four of the Lady Tigers eight 3 point- 
ers in the game. 

“Olivia is our sophomore point guard,” 
Dubuc said. “She does everything that we 
ask her to do. She’s a very good basketball 
player.” 

The Lady Orioles did get the deficit into 
single digits late in the first half. Junior 
guard Olivia Vogel buried a 3-pointer 
from the top of the key, which were her 
only points of the contest. Then a jumper 
in the lane by sophomore forward Avery 
Klingensmith (5 points) made it 26-18 with 
2:40 left in the half. 

A minute later, a 3-pointer by sopho- 
more forward Gina Camerota, who finished 
with a game-high 21 points, closed the gap 


to 28-21. 

“Gina 1s one of the best 3-point shoot- 
ers in Western Massachusetts,’ Woodcock 
said. “She made about 37 of them in our 
first 12 games of the season. She loves 
playing the game.” 

With 3:30 left in the third quarter, 
Camerota hit another 3-pointer cutting the 
Lady Orioles deficit to 34-33. 

The home team wouldn’t get any closer 
than that the rest of the way, as the Lady 
Tigers reeled off eight unanswered points. 

Belchertown entered the final eight min- 
utes only trailing 42-36. 

The trio of Marion, Bessone, and fresh- 
man guard Meghan Carey (5 points) com- 
bined to score 15 of South Hadley’s 17 
points during the final quarter. The Lady 
Tigers defense also held the Lady Orioles 
to only one field goal during the final eight 
minutes. 

A couple of days later, the Lady 
Tigers suffered a 61-60 home loss versus 
Hampshire Regional. 

The second meeting of the regular 
season between Belchertown and South 
Hadley is scheduled to take place on Feb.

most recent soccer tournaments. 
According to those projects, 
teams like Belchertown boys 
soccer, Ludlow boys soccer, and 
Minnechaug girls soccer, would 
all have very high seeds and host 
a number of games in the tour- 
nament. 

However, it is still unclear 
if Western Mass. would get an 
opportunity to host state semi- 
final and final games. Hosting 
the state finals was attempted for 
basketball, and failed due to gate 
receipts. 

Some of the questions that are 


still lingering state wide are the 
increased travel costs for small- 
er schools. No matter what part 
of the state a school is in, with 
tighter school budgets, having 
to pay bus drivers to transport 
teams on two to four hour trips 
could be problematic for schools 
with smaller budgets and less 
flexibility on spending. It could 
lead to larger athletic user fees 
for student-athletes. 

The lingering effects could 
be seen as the years go on, but 
only time will tell if a state- 
wide tournament has long-term 
negative effects on Western 
Massachusetts.

gave us another hard-fought battle 
tonight.” 

Granby squeaked out a 46-42 
win over the Mustangs played at 
Michael J. Kane Gymnasium on 
January 3. 

The Mustangs played that game 
without senior Logan Gerry, who 
was sidelined with an injury. He 
scored 21 of his game-high 29 
points after halftime in the second 
meeting between the two rivals. 

“Having Logan on the court 
obviously makes a very big differ- 
ence for us,” Trivisonno said. “He 
did it for us all in tonight’s game, 
especially during the third quarter.” 

Monson won both of the games 
a year ago by a combined total of 
two points. 

Jadon Messina, one of the 
Monson assistant coaches this 
year, scored the game winning bas- 
ket giving the Mustangs a 55-54 
road win in the first meeting a year 
ago. Then Danny Fiester, who’s 
currently a junior guard, scored 
the game winning hoop in the sec- 
ond game between the two squads, 
which was a 51-50 victory. 

“All of our games with Granby 
have been very close during 
the past couple of years and it’s 
always a lot of fun playing against 
them,” Gerry said. “We’re very 
similar teams and we have a lot of 
respect for them.” 

The overtime victory improved 
Monson’s overall record to 9-5. 
They qualified for the Western 
Mass. Division 4 tournament with 
an 85-65 nonleague home win ver- 
sus Hampshire Regional three days 
later. The Mustangs also had a 3-2 
league mark. 

The Rams (6-5, 2-3) still have a 
little bit of work to do in order to 
clinch a berth in the Western Mass. 
Division 4 tournament. 

“We’re still trying to find our- 
selves,’ Sheehan said. “I thought 
we made a few steps in the right 
direction in tonight’s game. We did 
make a couple of costly mistakes 
in overtime and they took advan- 
tage of them.” 

The trio of sophomore guard’s 
Nathan Breault (20 points), Ryan 
Gaughan (19 points), and Brandon 
Wishart (19 points) combined to 
score 58 of the Rams 71 points. 
They also made 13 3-pointers. 

“Granby has a bunch of very 
good shooters,” Trivisonno said. 
“They made a lot of shots in the 
fourth quarter, which allowed them 
to make a comeback against us.” 

Breault and Wishart combined 
to score 22 points during the first 
half, which helped the Rams build 
a 33-25 halftime lead. 

Gerry took over the spotlight 
in the third quarter. He scored the 
Mustangs first nine points of the 
quarter before Fiester hit a 3-point- 
er from the right corner tying the 
score for the sixth time at 37-37 
with 4:40 left in the third quarter. 

Granby retook the lead follow- 
ing a 3-pointer by junior guard 
Steven Torres Jr. (9 points) before 
another long bomb from beyond 
the arc by Monson junior guard 
Connor Santos tied the score once 
again.

“T thought Conner played a great 
game tonight,’ Trivisonno said. 
“His confidence has really blos- 
somed this year, which has been 
great to see.” 

The Mustangs went from trail- 
ing by eight points at halftime to 
holding a three-point lead (52-49) 
entering the final eight minutes of 
regulation. 

At the start of the fourth quarter, 
Santos hit another 3-pointer from 
the left corner. It was followed by 
a pair of inside hoops by junior 
guard Scottie Watson (8 points) 
giving the Mustangs a 59-49 
advantage with six minutes left in 
the fourth quarter. 

The Rams began their comeback 
with Gaughan making a pair of 
free throws and Breault followed 
with a lay-up. Then back-to-back 
3-pointers by Breault and Gaughan 
tied the score at 59-59 with 4:05 
showing on the scoreboard clock. 

Three minutes later, the 
Mustangs took a 63-61 lead fol- 
lowing a Gerry put-back hoop. 

The Rams tied the score with 
4.8 seconds remaining in regula- 
tion on a lay-up by Torres sending 
the contest into overtime. 

A Fiester inside hoop and a 
Gerry lay-up gave the Mustangs a 
67-63 lead with 2:45 left in over- 
time. 

Then a Gaughan 3-pointer from 
the right corner closed the gap to 
67-66. 

The Rams had four turnovers 
and the Mustangs sealed the big 
victory by making five free throws 
during the final two minutes of 
overtime. 

“This is a very big win for us,” 
Trivisonno said. “I’m very proud 
of my players.” 

If Granby is able to qualify 
for the Western Mass. Division 4 
tournament, there could be a third 
meeting between the two rivals. 
Their last postseason meeting 
took place in 2017. The Mustangs 
advanced into the championship 
game that season with an excit- 
ing 47-46 semifinal victory over 
the Rams at the historic Curry 
Hicks Cage located on the UMass 
Amherst campus.
